nols today delivered ah address in thé 
sénate in Which he declared that all citi- 
gens of América of foreign birth must 
realize they are Americans first, regard- 
less of their former allegiances. 

“We até Americans,” be said, “and 
in America there Is no place for any man 
or sst of men who shall resolve them- 
Sede into any order of citizenship with 
the tesue of themselves as foreigners 
against America; their home. 

“ By no prétense or excuse will this be 
justified in American hearts; and while 
no man will receive at our hands dis- 


abused, nor his race discredited it mat- 
ters not from what land he comes, hav- 
ing been received in the asylum of our 
liberty, in the generosity of our justice, 
we will ask of him that he, too, be an 
American and serve as an American.” 


Alarmed by Jap Situation. 
Senator Lewis said he “ viewed with 

alarm the attitude not only of Germany 
and England but of Japan toward the 
United States. 

“ Supposing China. Col. Lewis said, 
“was to be set upon by Japan and there 
mall be @ repetition of thé war between 
Chind and Japan, and there shall be be- 
tore America the very appearance that 
China is to be absdrbed by military meth- 
ods on the part of Japan; and supposing, 
in behalf of the commetce of America and 
our institution’, we should go to the res- 
cue of that young republic modeled after 
our constitution and should attempt to 
give some aid by advice, or in any other

., BUSINESS MEN FOR DEFENSE. 

The most encouraging. development in the cam- 
paign for national defense is the growing interest 
among business men's associations respecting our 
army and navy conditions, which is expressing 
itself in discussions and even in practical action. 

The influential and representative Merchants’ As- 
sociation of New York City has inaugurated a 
movement to get all the commercial organizations 
of the country actively to support the demand for 
an army and navy reform. Au appeal already 
has been made by the National Security league to 
the National Chamber of Commerce to submit the 
matter of preparedness to the latter’s member- 
ship of 600 chambers, representing 250,000 business 
concerus throughout the country. Will not this ex - 
ample of the New York organization be followed 
by our own association? 

The solid common sense of responsible citizens 
must be wakened and focused upon this question 
of defense, which world events and the presence 
of grave complications for our own country are now 
bringing out in sharp relief. Fortunately not only 
are the general aspects of the problem becoming 
better understood. such as the need of organisa- 
tion and training for modern war on a large scale, 


of men in even the peace establishment of the 
army and navy, but public opinion may now be 
focused upon a well considered and moderate pro- 
tram at least for the army. This is provided in

Three murders, the victims women, in a town like 
Aurora, which does not accept highway murder a+ 
part of the hazard of life, must and will affect the 
citizens profoundly. The fact that in manner and 
circumetance the murders were sufficiently alike to 
suggest It not indicate that they were done by one 
and the s me man will establish the opinion that % 
dangerous human beast is loose in Aurora streets. 
Anxiety and apprehension, or dread and anger, will 
give additional incentive to the demand that the 
murderer be caught and punished. 
In anticipation of this demand the Aurora police 
‘will arrest every one upon whom a suspicion could 
alight and will endeavor by activity, whether intelli- 
gently directed or not, to reassure citizens that meas- 
ures are being taken for their protection. We are 
close enough to the town and therefore in sympathy 
enough with it and in sufficient understanding of its 
predicament to comprehend the state of mind. 
It also may help to a better understanding of 
the background against which the Leo Frank trial 
in Atlanta was conducted. A number of crimes 
against women were committed and no criminal was 
brought to punishment. Community sentiment nat- 
urully became violent, even as it now is violent in 
Aurora. No emotional] consequence could be more 
natural than this. A community will not confess 
its helplessness in such a case. . | 
At the same time it is quite natural that if an 
innocent man found that certaig circumstances made 
damaging evidence against bim his chances of clear- 
ing himself would be slender. It is quite probable 
that if the Hollander murder had been the third io- 
stead of the first in Aurora Tony Petras would have | 
been found guilty in the first trial. 


STRONG SUPPORT FOR THE 


CONVENTION. 
The indorsement of the constitutional convention 
by the charter commission is significant evidence of 
the growth of the movement for a thoroughgoing re- 
vision of our state fundamental law. As much as 
possible in the way of amendment pending such re- 
vision should, of course, be accomplished, but, as the 
majority of the charter commission realizes, the elab- 
ofate machinery for balanced revision by a conven- 
tion should be set in motion without delay. The 
passage of a resolution for the convention by the as- 


ment as would otherwise be obtainable, while we 
should be moving all the time toward comprehensive 
revision. 

This is the common sense of the situation. A 
convention call will set a term to the deadlocks of 
rival amendments which have so long postponed 
relief. We may have no more deadlocks, but even 
if we do not we need the convention to cover re- 
forms which piecemeal amendment, at the best, 
would put off for many years. 

How long will it take us if the present legislature 
does its duty, to get down to actual work on the 
constitution? This is the question treated in the 
pamphlet. A well considered letter by Mr. Shelby 
M. Singleton of the Constitutional Convention league, 
in a timely pamphlet, sets forth precedents and con- 
siderations in refutation of the conclusion of Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Skinner that at the best and 
quickest we cannot elect members of a constitutional 
convention before November, 1918. Mr. Singletoa 
argues and seems to demonstrate that members of 
a constitutional convention maß be chosen at 4 
special election under an act of the legislature pro- 
viding for one. The nominations may be by petition 
solely, without primaries or party machinery. 

A convention, Mr. Singleton thus shows, could be 
called to meet in October, 1917, and if it consumed 
six months in the process of revision the results of 


our reform eggs in one basket—in June of the fol- 
The pamphlet in question, entitled “A Word 
to Legislators,” should be circulated. all over the 
state. It is of value to the legislators, who ougbt} 
to move toward a convention without loss of 
time; but it is also of value to intelligent and dis- 
interested citizens who favor a convention, because, 
as they know, without one organic reform in any 
direction whatever it is certain to be postponed to

ACIDS AND STARCHES. IV. 
N taking the position that starchy 
foods and fruit eaten together are 
hot harmful, I did not overlook that 
some people are harmed by the com- 
» bination, For several years, without 
much contradiction, the statement has 
been widely circulated that such a com- 
bination was harmful to digestion. A 
great many people have accepted the 
statement as true, because it has not 
been contradicted. That is the largest 
factor in the belief. But some peopleare 
actually harmed. Why? 


-?- 

In the first place some people are pol- 
soned by fruits. This is especially trueof 
strawberries. With them it is an idio- 
syncrasy. They are harmed. 

Some forma of fruit, especially fruit not 
quite ripe, contain a good dea) of starch. 
As the frult is eaten uncooked, the starch 
is raw starch. Raw starch is hard to di- 
gest. It is especially difficult for some 
people. The starch which fails to digest 
in the stomach and in the small intestine 
passes beyond the limita where the di- 
gestive fuices are active; whereupon it 
ia seized upon by bacteria and fermenta- 
tive processes ensue. 

Some harm results from eating fruit 
and starch by reason of fermentation of 
undigested starch within the intestines. 


— 

Of more importance are the results of 
the digestion and absorption of mere 
starch than the system needs—a surfeit- 
ing of the system with sugars derived 
from starches. One very important dis- 
ease is due to too much sugar—diabetes. 
In this disease the kidneys eliminate the 
sugar from the blood. 

Diabetes is not a kidney disease. One 
theory aa to the cause of diabetes is that 


| glucose, instead of pouring through the 


liver and being there changed, is poured 
into another set of ducts, called the 
lacteals, and by these is transported to a 
large duct which pours Its contents di- 
rectly into the blood. In other words 
that glucose has found a by-pass into the 
genera! blood stream by which it escapes 
the liver. 

Another theory is that the liver is over- 
whelmed by the great amount of glucose 
brought to it and allows some of it to go 
by unchanged. There are still other theo- 
ries. Whatever the theory may be, the 


body is suffering from too much sugar, 
the result of the digestion of too much 
starch and the absorption of too much 
sugar fro.a starch and other sources.

A large proportion of the people eat 
too much starch. Bread is thrown in, 
and they eat it without limit; or, having 
eaten a heavy meal, they eat strawberry 
shortcake or some fruit and starch con- 
coction on top of it. Some of these have 
diabetes; more suffer in other ways. 
With this group the trouble is not with © 
the digestion of starch. The trouble is. 
that they overeat, overdigest, and over- 


fact is that in most cases of diabetes the

RELICF FOR ASTHMATICS. 

J. H. writes:: My mother has suffered 
with asthma for about twenty years. She 
is 45 years old, She coughs very hard in 
the morning and at night. She éan't go 
in the street in cold weather. Her 
breathing is hard, especially in the morn- 
ing. Kindly tell me: 1. Is there any pos- 
sibility of curing asthma, or, if not to 
cure altogether, just to lighten her suf- 
ferings a little? 2. Could injections, 
made of a vaccine of her own sputum, 
help her any? 3. Could these injections 
do any harm to the patient, if they don't 
do any good? 4. Would a warmer cli- 
mate make her feel better or cure her of 
asthma?’

1. Dr. Bustia holds that by living on a low 
protein diet some asthmatics find relief. 4 
low protein diet consists largely of fats, 
starches, and sugars. The foods tending 
strongest to produce asthma are fish, meats 
containing a good deal of juice and bicod, 
milk, and beans. 

2. There is a fair chance that a vaccine 
would help. 

3. Therg is very little chance that harm will 
be done. 

4. Many asthmatics are improved by change 
in climate. Many are not.

{DSHIPMEN have usually been 
regarded in the light of a joke 
ever since the days of the ap- 
pearance of the novels of Capt. 
Marryat with his immortal 


“Midshipman Easy. The idea of vet- 
eran sailors before the mast and gray 
haired warrant officers being under the 
orders of midshipmen all the way from 
12 to 17 has appealed to one's sense of 
humor. 

However, England's first lord of the 
admiralty, Winston Churchill, has been 


obliged to admit in parliament that a 
larger number of midshipmen have given 
their lives for their country since the 
beginning of the present war than any 
other class of officers of the royal navy. 

Under the circumstances, it seems 
strange that, while the pay of lieutenants 
and subseutenants of the senior service 
has just been increased by 30 per cent, no 
increase hag been granted in the pay of 
the midshipman, who still continues to 
receive 1 shilling and 9 pence—that is, 
about 42 centae—a day. 

Hie parents or guardians are required 
to supplement this by an allowance of 
$250 per annum, and this ie all that the 
lad receives for hie services, being re- 
quired to provide all the expenses for 
uniform and for maintenance.

The official view seeme to be that a 
midshipman is neither fish, flesh, nor 
fowl, and in times of peace, therefore, 
there may be something to say in favor of 
treating him as an apprentice who is 
leatning his business. But in war mid- 
shipmen do full duty as officers, and, as 
I have just shown, give their lives freely 
for their country. 

It seems a shame to expect them to do 
that for 42 cents @ day, or to take their 
full share in the work on the ehip, as 
well as all the risks, for that merely nom- 
mal stipend. The 42 cents a day works 
out at $158 A year. 

The German midshipman is still worse 
off, having to be content with $116 a 
year. The French aspirant, which is the 
equivalent of the midshipman in the oth- 
er services, gets $190 a year, whereas 
the pay of the midshipman—that is to say, 
the cadet—in the United States navy is 
$000 a year, which is increased to $1,700 
@ year when he receives his 
as ensign. .

Thus, the other, day, when, usurping 
the prerogative of the emperors of China, 
he presided at the annual solstice wor- 
ehip of heaven in capacity of a high 
priest in the temple of heaven, those 
present could not but be struck by the 
precautions adopted for his safety from 
assassination. 

Indeed, the manner in which the pro- 
foundly symbolic ceremonies at the tem- 
ple of heaven, and the stately ritual, as 
prescribed by centuries of tradition, were 
curtailed by the president’s manifest 
fears of assassination, must have caused 
no little perturbation among the august 
shades of past and bygone emperors of 
China that wander by the nine springs 
of purgatory and no little wrath to the 
spirit of her punctilious majesty, the late 
empress dowager, Tzu-Hsai. 

The president, discardmg the superb 
Palanquins and the ambling mules of 
picturesque memory, arrived at the tem- 
ple of heaven, into the very precincts of 
the sacred inclosure, almost within sight 
of the great white altar, in a twentieth 
century armored motor car. 

He dispensed with the night long vigil 
in the hall of fasting, required by time 
honored religious law; dispensed also 
with the slow moving, elaborate cere- 
monies which in bygone days preceded 
the final invocation of heaven by the 
sovereign; dispensed even with the burn- 
ing of the sacrificial black bullock. 

He left his palace shortly after 7, his 
bodyguard galloping behind and in front 
of his armored motor car, and by half- 
past 8 was back within the strictly guard- 
ed walis of his palace, the solemnity of 
the occasion wholly marred by this haste, 
due to the fear of assassination that 
ever haunts the present ruler of China.

Another ruler who was ever haunted 
by the dread of assassination was the re- 
cently deposed Khedive Abbas of Egypt, 
who has just been portrayed in a master- 
ly fashion by Lord Cromer in a book en- 
titled “Abbas II.“ It is full ot touches 
of humor. 

No one possesses a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with the deposed ruler of 
Egypt than Lord Cromer, who has known 
him from earliest babyhood, and who, 
from the time of the khedive’s accession 
in 1892 until 1907, was intrusted as Brit- 
ish plenipotentiary in Egypt with the 
difficult task of keeping him in order. 

Abbas detested Lord Cromer with the 
most bitter hatred, chafing under the re- 
straint which the latter was obliged to 
impoge upon bim. 

One day, during the course of an inter- 
view between the two men, the khedive, 
referring to the thousands of skilled Ital- 
fan artisans and masons who had recently 
arrived to work on the Assovan dam, ex- 
pressed the fear that there were likely 
to be a number ‘of anarchists among 
them who would avail themselves of the 
opportunity toassassinate him. 

To this Lord Cromer replied that, if the 
anarchists murdered any one, they were 
quite as. likely to murder him, Cromer, 
as the khedive. 

Lord Cromer goes on to state: The 
idea. was evidently novel and felicitous 
to Abbas. Hie face became wreathed 
with smiles, and he exciaimed, with every 
‘sign Of satisfaction, ard even joy: 
Nena! Crest vrai! Je n'x avait pas 
pense! (Why, that's true! I never 
thought of math)“ 

He was openly delighted at the notion 
that his arch enemy, Lord Cremer, might 
be assassinated, |
